Since we all know how to teach 
skills now, let's look at the side 
benefits. The greatest immediate 
benefit is that it alleviates time 
Pressures on some other family 
members, especially mothers who 
work, Of two parent families today, 
in slightly more than half of them, 
the mother works outside the home. 
The percentage rate is even higher 
in one parent families, The child's 
contribution toward help with 
household tasks in these families is 
most valuable, Sometimes, howev- 
er, their contribution is not a pre- 
ciated as it should be or perhaps, 
the appreciation is not expressed. A 
sincere "thank you" can get you a 
lot of mileage. Also, the child feels 
that they are a valued member of 
the family. They also will take 
pride in the fact that Mother/Daddy 
can depend on them to help get the 
job done as well as taking pride in a 
Job well done. Children will also 
learn initiative and its importance. 
The children must learn that all 
people who live in the house 


should be responsible for the work 
nece. to keep the house going. 
This is learning to be a part of a 
team. They learn that things run 
more aoe when everyone 
pitches in and helps. The jobs get 
done quicker when there are more 
hands helping. Parents can be better 
parents when they are not so 
rushed. They do not always feel 
they must rush to finish this job so 
they can start on the next one. It is 
important for parents to have some 
time to recoup and recover from a 
hard day at work. They may have 
more patience when they feel less 
rushed. 


One important thing to remem- 
ber is that to refuse to allow chil- 
dren to help with a job or do a job 
is the same as telling that child that 
they are not capable of making the 
bed, sweeping the floor, dusting the 
furniture, etc. They learn to do 
these things well with practice,

The trouble with too many 
of us Christians is that we 
have grown overly comforta- 
ble in our faith. We no Mena 
find ourselves amazed by 
God's marvelous, infinite, 
matchless grace. The truth is 
that we have almost come to 
expect grace, as if we deserve 
it or Ppaett s 

Only recently did we read 
those resurrection narra- 
tives that spoke to us of utter 
astonishment at the sight of 
the empty tomb. Some of our 
churches even continue to 
follow the biblical lessons of 
further resurrection appear- 
ances, where time and again 
the people to whom the risen 
Jesus appears are driven to 
their knees in reverent awe. 

We ought to know that our 
status before God should nev- 
er be a gift that anyone takes 
for granted. We should re- 
member the wide-eyed sur- 
prise that accompanied the 
angels' preaching. "Jesus got 
up out of the grave," they ex- 
claimed, "stand amazed!" 

Whenever you PBUED from 
the hectic pace of our every- 
day existence simply to pon- 
der the power of God, you do 
get dumbstruck. God loves 
this sinsick world so deeply 
that he offered up his only 
Son upon a bare tree in the 
middle of a graveyard. 

But then to pve his pow- 
er over death itself, God 
rolled away the stone and 
lifted Jesus up to be a living 
Lord. The gospel really is 
earth-shattering, rip- 
roaring, character-changing 
good news, and all of it is be- 
cause of the love of God. 

Will Campbell, a Chris- 
tlan author from Tennessee, 


writes in his Sane j 
"Brother Dr: "ofa 
conversation he had some- 
time during the 60's with a 
newspaper editor from the 
Wiregrass section of South 
Alabama. The editor was an 
agnostic, but a close friend of 
Campbell's. As they were 
driving one day through this 
part of the country, the edi- 
tor turned to Campbell and 
asked, "Well, tell me in one 
sentence what this Chris- 
lianity's all about." 

Will paused and reflected. 
How should he respond? 
This editor didn't know the 
Bible. He could see right 
through all the pat respons- 
es. Will thought, and then re- 
plied, "We're all ‘jerks,’ but 
God loves us anyway. 

Campbell actually used a 
stronger word than "jerks," 
but you get the picture, We've 
done wrong, We've turned a 
cold shoulder to God. We've 
taken his grace for granted. 
But through it all God still 
loves us. Through it all the 
power of God still stands 
available for those who will 
respond in faith. 

Regardless of how faith- 
less we might have been, the 
good news is "God loves us 


anyway." 

Thinking of gratuitous 
love, we get all tongue-tied, 
and we don't know how to re- 
spond. But John, in his first 
epistle, gives voice to our 
amazement. "Behold, what 
manner of love the Father 
hath bestowed upon us, that 
we should be called the sons 
and daughters of God" (1 
John 3:1). As long as such 
amazement is on our lips, 
each new day brings the pos- 
sibility that soon enough we 
will be surprised once more 
by God's grace.

What was happening in the 
rest of the world while the 
events of the Bible were 
happening? 


Bob Prichard 


Due to the mass of information, we can note only a few of the world 
events that occurred while the Bible story was unfolding. Because of the dev- 
astation of the worldwide flood, no historical records, apart from the Bible, 
are available for the period before the flood. Ancient myths and legends very 
often begin with some sort of information about the flood, Abraham left Ur 
about 2,000 B.C., which would have been during Egypt's Middle Kingdom, 
the second great age of Egyptian culture. About this time the first Indo- 
Europeans would have been entering Italy, and the Greeks would have fin- 
ished occupying Greece, During the time of Joseph, about 1700 B.C., the 
great lawgiver Hammurabi would have ben king of Babylon, and the Shang 
dynasty would have begun in China, 

Moses led the Israelites out of Egyptian bondage around 1200 B.C. At 
this time, the Celts were invading Britain, and Greeks were fighting the Tro- 
jan war. Following the conquest of Canaan, the Israclites were ruled by 
Saul, David and Solomon. They were followed by the warring kings of the 
divided kingdoms of Israel and Judah, during the period of the divided king- 
dom, in 776 B.C., the first Olympic Games were held in Greece, and in 753 
B.C., Rome was founded. Jerusalem was conquered, and the Jews were taken 
into Babylonian captivity in the sixth century B.C, During this century 
Buddha was bor in India, Confucius was born’in China, the prophets Jere- 
miah, and Daniel lived, and democracy was introduced in Athens. The fifth 
century B.C, saw the Jews returned from Babylonian captivity, the unsuc- 
cessful Pesian attack on Athens, and the birth of Socrates, 

The last four centuries before the birth of Christ were “silent centuries,” 
with no living Biblical writers, But Daniel had prophesied the rise of Alex- 
ander the Great, the Roman Empire, and the Jewish rebellion of the Macca- 
bees. This was the period when the Great Wall of China was built, and when 
Caesar spread the Roman empire to Gaul and Britain. Important people who 
lived during this period include Plato, Aristotle, Julius Caesar, Cleopatra, 
and Hannibal. 

At the birth of Jesus Christ about 4 B.C., Augustus Caesar ruled Rome, 
Tiberius Caesar ruled at His death, about 30 A.D. Acts and the writers of the 
Apostles cover most of the first century A.D. The first century A.D. was 
the century of the great fire of Rome, while Nero watched (64); the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem by Rome (70); and the destruction of Pompeii by the erup- 
tion of Mt. Vesuvius (79), During this period, China began the practice that 
all government employees were required to take civil service examinations, 
and the Mayan civilization began to develop in America,

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Circuit Court injunction to prevent 


Mutual Savings vote at NSIC meeting 


Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley issued a preliminary 
injunction this week barring Mutu- 
al Savings Life Insurance Company 
from voting at a meeting of the 
stockholders of National Security 
Insurance Company, set for today 
(Thursday, April 21) in Elba. 

National Security, of Elba, had 
filed suit against Mutual Savings, 
of Decatur, claiming that the com- 
pany had acquired 22 percent of Na- 
tional Security's stock illegally and 
in granting the injunction, Judge 
McAliley stated that to allow Mu- 
tual Savings to vote with stock that 
may have been acquired illegally 
would have caused National Securi- 
ty, its insured and its stockholders 
“irreparable injury." 

National Security attorney Bill 
Brunson stated that the Elba compa- 
ny challenged the purchase of more 
than 20 percent of its stock because 
"Alabama Insurance Department 
regulations require companies pur- 
chasing more than 5 percent of 
stock in an. insurance company to 
have the purchase approved at a de- 
partment hearing." 

State Insurance Commissioner 
Jack Greeno ruled against the pur- 
chase of National Security stock. by 
Mutual Savings in March on the 
grounds that the possible takeover 
of National Security would not be 
in the the public's best interest, 
would lessen competition in the 
field and jeopardize National Securi-

“The most important aspect in 
Judge McAliley's ruling this week 
is that Mutual Savings will not be 
allowed to vote at the stockholders 
meeting,” stated Brunson, "and the 
injunction removed a great deal of 
uncertainity that was surrounding 
the meeting."
